He kept 
batcheldor’a fore for tome time, thou eh 
it la said that the young ladiea of the 
day wen fond of viaiting him every 
week and ooeking ep a week’# npplr 
of food for him, and receiving in re¬ 
turn eomeof the Weat India goods, 
which h« kept for asle. He wan the 
2rsi person is town who brought inch 
things into town for tale. He mar¬ 
ried Miaa Rboda Lrland of Sherbum. 
who died in 1794. Hia second wife 
war Lucy Segar who died in 1844. 
Id consequence of bis lamcoeas he di¬ 
rected his attention to mechanical por- 
•ait» w whirti he vu wry h»jpni»u.. 
He made brass docks, and guns and 
repaired watches and jewelry. The 
Indiana brought their jewelry to him 
from Canada ta be repaired. Daring 
the great freshet in 1785 be stopped 
from bis door in a boat and went over 
to the spot where Ayer'a Mason's 
now stand* At the organisation of 
the town be waa chosen Captain of

dren, by hia irst wife, Julia, Cnratio 
and Lucia; by hia second wife, Defen¬ 
ds. 

Capt. Twitehcll died Not. 1845. 
II« waa a man of pnblie spirit, and 
was mneb of the time in town office, as 
Collector, Treasurer, Clerk and Select- 

mao. He also was n land surveyor, 
and, Jnstieo of tke Peace. 

Des. Earn Twitobrll came to Beth¬ 
el about the same time with bis broth¬ 
er Eli, and aetiled on the form now oo* 
copied by bis grandson, Alphin 
Twitch ell. He waa born in Sborborn, 
Maas.. Jane 23, 1746, and married 
Mias Susanna Rina, of Framingham. 
Ho first resided m Dahlia, N. ft,and 
aftewards roasorad to Bethel He 
waa chosen deaooa of lU Coagregra- 
1 taonal Chunk in Bethel whi«h offina 
ho worthily filled ijB his death. Ha bad 
tea eLQarua, Snarana, H annah . Jksna, 
Calvin, S u s anna , Calvin, Kara, Rli, 
Thaddewa, and Nathan. The four 
eldest children died the same dag of 
throat distemper leaving him at the 
I time childless- This oc c vTod in Dnb* 
in. So stapefied were the parents at 
the terrible stroke, that theyooold not 
abed a tear at the time.
